They are juft like the Fox who leaping, 
f{uppofe, out of aHen-rooft, fell upon a Prickly 
Hedg, ard fecting the fmart,; and making as thefe 
People do, A fad and lamentable Cryf@the Buh, 
according to A'/op, defired him to thank himfelf, 
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he might have ftaid away, TI wonder we han’t 
an Account from the Prifoners'in Newgate of: the 
feveral hard{hips and eppreffions they undergo ; 
only for tranfgreffing a Law or two. . They are 
a fort of Diffenting Proteltants*too, and if they 
had riot had very Different Opinions of the FaGts

A- 
gaint the E.of Danby tis fworn'by Fitz-Harris, 
that lie heard another Perfon fay -he threatned Sir 
E. B. Godfr ey, and this is beliew’d fo far as 
to find a Bill upon’t 5 but if it be fwom againtt 
avother that a Project of Rebellion is found in 
his cuftody, who fhould credit a word they fay ?

Earn. Well! but to the matter. 

Foft. Firlt then, fayshe, “What a ridiculoas 
“ impertinent bufinefs it is, when not only by com- 
“ mon Loyalty we are oblig’d but alfo have fwern, 
“That we abhor levying Arms without his Ma 
“ jefties Authority, or under pretence of his Autho- 
“ rity againtt his Perfon, or any Commiffion d by 
“him; (which is the main thing abhor’d in this 
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“pretended Paper of Affociat’on ) to come after- 
‘- wards and importune his Majefty with a_for- 
¢: mal verbofe Complement.to the very fame pur- 
« Ce , 

Earn. Befide that the main thing he fpeaks of 
is hardJy fo much as infinuated in the Paper; 
Why fhould it be more ridiculous or impertinent 
for Subjects upon emergent occafions to repeat 
their loyal Proteftations; than for Chriftians now 
and then to recolle& the Conditions of their 
Baptifm and initiation into our Religion ?--And 
but that Harry is fo much taken up with P/atina, 
Magdeburgers, and Fex, he might have obferv’d 
that there have been fome men who after they 


had receiv’d Epifcopal Ordination, and confe- ' 


quently taken the Canonical Oaths, did_yet ¢i- 
ther forget or difpence with themfelves, fo as to 
joyn in that League and Covenant, in which thy 
fwore to extispate- what they were bound by their 
former Oath to fubmit to- and obey: And this 
proves it needful for men to take fit opportuni- 
ties for remembring their Allegiance.

Earn. Nothing but Phanatick Impudence can 
deny it; but this is faid only to make a fhow, 
for they, though,-with fome relu@ance, do often 
grant it. The matter is fo plainly true, and has 
been. by ‘other hands made out to be fo; that 
*twould be to ho purpofe to repeat the Evidence 
and Arguments. Tkercfore pray what comes 
next? 

Feft. Takeit in hisown words, “If we muft 
in folemn -Addreffes declare our Abhorrence of 
“every wicked Paper, why were you not, Gentle- 
“men, as zealous, and ready with your Abhor- 
“rencies of Coléman’s Letters, and the contrivers 
* of them ? 4 

Earn. The word, Gentlemen, 1 fuppofe, alludes 
to that Scandalous Letter from she Perfon of Qua- 
lity, whese the Englifh Gentry are infinuated to 
be generally either Pupijts, Foolr, or Debauchees. 
As tor abhorring every wicked Paper, they mutt 
needs know the Nonfince of the Queftion, if 
they can diftinguith between Publick and Private, 
But then he-had ill: luck to hit upon Coleman for 
an inftance,whofe ukimate end, however wicked it 
might be, was to be atchiev’d by procuring a Tole- 
ration for different perfuafions, which is a defign the 
Whigs may be thought not to abhor.” 

Fet. Another plaufible ObjeGtion is, That there 
was.an Affociation enter’d into by private perfons in 
Qu. Elizabeth's time, which at the next Parliament 
was confirm’ d. : 

Earn. Let it but be confidered, that that was 
a loyal Affociation to uphold the Government, 
and, this was a traiterous Combination to over-turn 
it;-and that Argument falls.

the E. of Shs Clofet, as under that name, to vilifie 
and expofe the Proceedings of the Commons, and 
render them odious, as if they were all-guilty of that. 
very Paper. 

‘Earn, To the wholefom experience Guth fenfe 
as it is) I have little to fay , béecatfe/I never 
heard, that that Affociation came tobe any ways 
ufeful, and Hurry has not given us one inftance 
of an. Experiment made by it: But’l- am fure 
the late Honourable Honfé would have ‘little rea- 
fon to con him thanks for intimating there was 
any thing of the fame kind there propofed, if he 
mean of the fame kind with the traiterous‘Con- 
federacy we {peak of, and if he don’t mean thar, 
he talks impertinently. “There’s no man doubts 
but any Propofal of fo mifchievousa nature 
would have been fpwed out by thofe worthy Pa- 
triots. 

Fet. But I had forgot-one Killing Argument 
that they ufe, that is , “That we offer.no proof, 
that any body ever promoted it , or-attempted get- 


ting of bands to it, or that any Mortal ever approvd 
of or fign'd it. s 

Earn. As I told you before, There needs no 
more to prove it to be a Project of the Whigs, 
than the univerfal oppofition they have ‘made a- 


gainftan Abhorrence of it. We all applaud the 
Wifdom of Solomon, for finding out the Mother 
of aChild, by an appeal to natural inftinét; and 
certainly if they had not been the Parents of this 
nafty Brat, they would never have fhew’d fo much 
concern for its Reputation, but have cry’d with 
the Whore to that King, Let it be neither mine nov 
thine. 

Feft. As you fay, if we thould happen upon a 
Foundling in the ftreet, and cherifh ic at the rate 
thefe men have done this paltry Paper, we (hould 
have much ado to get clear from being thought 
very nearly allied to the pretty thing. 

Earn. Well, nowI hope you have done. 

Fet. One word before we part, pray take no- 
tice,that at our laft meeting, when you had occafion 
to cite part of the Difcourfe between the Earl of 
Shaftsbury and Colledg, out of the Proceedings at 
the Old Baily, where that Lord faid, Colledg, thefe 
Trifo-men have confounded all our bufine{s,&c. you 
directed to p. 18. inftead of p. 81. 
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
